Owens, captain of the 
Zcmbo’s parade and drill 
teams calls it, "the parade of 
all parades." 

On January 1, the Zcmbos 
will be appearing on national 
television as they gallantly 
parade through the streets of 
California on horseback. The 
Zcmbos were extended an 
invitation by the Rose Bowl 
committee to participate in the 
event after winning the street 
parade competition in 
Toronto, Canada, during the 
International Shrine 
convention.

The excursion will begin 
Christmas day as the members 
and horses gear up for a non¬ 
stop drive across the country 
destined for Pasadena. The 
wives, family and friends of 
the mountics will join them in 
California on Dec. 27. There 
is also a possibility the 
Zcmbos will be invited to run 
a military drill at the separate 
Tournament of Roses 
Festival Sam said they would 
be informed of that by the end 
of the month. 

The Zcmbos will be 
parading the eight miles of 
crowd-lined streets in a 
military protocol formation 
The color guard, each bearing 
a letter spelling Zembo, will 
proceed first followed by two 
ccmataurs and Sam riding his 
horse Spat/cn directly behind 
them in the captain's position. 
The rest of the 22. Marine 
fezclad members will be 
riding behind, four in a line in 
what Owens said produces a 
nice effect 

Sam. who has a 
tremendous love for horses, 
has been involved with the 
Zembo Shrine 16 years. 
Riding and parading takes up 
most of Sam's time which 
leaves him with little room for 
other things. "Riding and 
parading 12 months out of the 
year is enough." Sam heartily 
replied. The Zembos 
participate in parades ranging 
from Memorial Day parades to 
the numerous holiday parades 
they will soon be appearing 
in On some occasions, they

SSI Increase 

Social Security and 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) beneficiaries will receive a 
5.4 percent increase in their 
checks according to Eileen 
Mccklcy, Distnct Manager in the 
York Social Security office The 
increase will start with the SSI 
checks that will be received on 
December 31, 1990 and the Social 
Security checks on January 3, 

1991. 

For Social Security 
beneficiaries, the average monthly 
benefit amount for all retired 
workers will rise from $571 to 
$602 The maximum SSI monthly 
payment to an individual living in 
Pennsylvania will rise from 
$418.40 to $439.40 For a 
couple, the maximum will rise 
from $627.70 to $658.70. 

Social Security and SSI 
benefits increase each year based 
on the rise in the Consumer Price 
Index from the third quarter of 
one year through the 
corresponding period of the next 
This year's increase was 5.4 
percent. 

In addition, a number of other 
changes will become effective 
January 1, as a result of automatic- 
adjustment provisions of the law 
that are lied to the increase in 
average wges. They include: 

-The maximum amount of 
annual earnings subject to the 
Social Security tax will increase 
front $51,300 to $53,400. 

- The maximum amount that 
beneficiaries aged 65 through 69 
may cam without losing any 
Social Security benefits will 
increase from $9,360 this year to 
$9,720 in 1991.
